BOSTON—The Boston area is 
being flooded with anti-Semitic 
literature again, this time by an 
anonymous fourepage pamphlet 
which citizens’ organizations knew 
was in the making but which they 
were powerless to stop. 


David R. Hunter, chairman of 
the Propaganda Analysis Commit- 
tee of the Good Neighbor Assn. of 
Dorchester, Matapan and Hyde 
Park, disclosed that his group ob- 
tained information a month ago 
that an unidentified man was can- 
vassing printers to obtain facili- 
tices for turning out a large quant- 
ity of the pamphlet, which he had 
in manuscript form. 


The Association submitted its 
information to the State Attorney 
General’s office and was told that, 
under existing laws, no action 
could be taken in the matter until 
the pamphlet actually was printed. 
As a result, the Association is urg- 
ing passage of a law which would 
permit the Attorney General to 
act on evidence of conspiracy to 
violate existing statutes, such as 
the criminal libel laws. 


The new pamphlet is prepared in 
a number of editions, the only dif- 
ference being that the name of a 
different community is 
For instance, residents of Dorches- 
ter have been receiving pamphlets 
charging that Jews are ruining 
Dorchester, and that Dorchester

Rothschild, who is a great- 
great grandson of Nathan Roths- 
child who established the family 
in England, and a nephew of the 
late Lionel Walter Rothschild to 
whom th» Ralfour Declaration was 
addressed, is an administrative as- 
sistant in the War Office, engaged 
on highly secret scientific work. At 
present he is working with the 
Ministry of Supply’s Scientific Re- 
search Board. 

Baron Rothschild, who is only 
34, has been recognized for many 
years as one of the most promising 
young scientists in Britain. He 
expressed surprise at the award, 
adding that “if it means I am 
helping to hurt the Nazis, I am 
glad.’

Dewey Demands Britain 
Keep Palestine Open

NEW YORK—The demand that 
“the doors of Palestine be opened 
and opened permanently” was 
voiced here by Governor Thomas 
E. Dewey, addressing a dinner at 
the Hotel Plaza opening the 1944 
campaign of the United Jewish 
Appeal of Greater New York. 

Assailing the action of the Brit- 
ish Government in halting Jewish 
immigration to Palestine by put- 
ting the White Paper immigration 
ban into effect, the New York Gov- 
ernor said: 

“Tt do not underestimate the dif- 
ficulty of the present situation, but 
a way can and must be found by 
our government, working with the 
British, to bring an end to the 
operation of the White Paper. For 
more than twenty vears every 
President of the United States has 
supported Palestine as a Jewish 
homeland. The feilure to find a 
home for the helpless victims of 
Nazi oppression must be rerarded 
with abhorrence by Jews and 
Christians alike. 

“With fine vision the Jewish peo- 
ple founded a homeland in Pales- 
tine. The evil ideology planted by 
Hitler and inculeated in the youth 
he has dominated for twelve vears 
will not easily be eradicated in the 
vears ahead. Many thousands of 
European Jews will want to go to 
Palestine after the war and build 
a new life for themselves and their 
families. The doors of Palestine 
must be opened and opened per- 
manently.” 








COLLTER’S ARTICLE SAYS BRITAIN 
TO JUNK PALESTINE INDUSTRY 


Jews in Palestine have contrib-

“Almost overnight the Jews cre- 
ated 432 new industries and began 
the manufacture on a large scale 
of chemicals, drugs, serums, lenses, 
optical instruments, textiles, armor 
plate, shoes, heavy harbor equip- 
ment, rifle and machine-gun parts 
and canned goods,” continues Ger- 
vasi, “A  four-million-dollar-a- 
year industry was alone represent- 
ed by the production of diamond 
dust by refugee craftsmen from 
Belgium.

The two are a 
Dr. Kroll, who is reported to have 
been responsible for the organiza- 
tion of the Lodz ghetto in Poland, 
and a Major Schmidt. Kroll is 
charged with robbing Jewish in- 
ternees who passed through Ma- 
lines en route to Poland—and of 
attacking Jewish girl deportees. 
Schmidt, according to the Belgian 
statement, used Jews as targets 
for pistol practice and inflicted 
numerous indignities on his pris- 
oners.

put goes to the United States for 
precision grinding. . . . Palestine’s 
production of small arms and am- 
munition remains an imposing se- 
cret.” 


Jews in Palestine, who helped 
grow tons of food for Allied troops, 
“went meatless, eggless, potatoless 
and sugarless long before ration- 
ing hit the United States,” he 
states. When given the opportu- 
nity to join the British army more 
than 25,000 of Palestine’s half 
million Jews signed up compared 
with an enlistment of only 7,000 
of the nearly one: million Arabs in 
Palestine, relates Gervasi who 
cites some of the heroic exploits 
of Jews in this war. He writes: 

“There are nearly a million Jews 
in the armies of the United States 
and the other United Nations. A 
high percentage of enlistments of 
Jews in South Africa brought com- 
mendations from Premier Smuts, 
and the over-all war effort of Jews 
within the British Empire moved 
Winston Churchill to say, ‘they 
have rendered magnificent service.” 


Will Compel New Respect 

“The Jews have reached a mo- 
mentous era in their history. For 
the first time since they have 
fought the Romans, the Jews are 
all fighting on the same side... . 
By what they have achieved in 
this war, they will compel new re- 
spect and admiration far beyond 
the kudos civilization finds itself 
obliged to pay to Jewry’s scien- 
tists and musicians.” 


Gervasi tells of the heroic battle 
being waged by Jews either in the 
guerrilla forces or underground 
movements in such Nazi-dominated 
countries as Poland, Greece, Czech- 
oslovakia and Yugoslavia and of 
the persecutions and sufferings en- 
dured by Jews in all conquered 
lands, 


“Palestine Jews have given the 
word ‘work’ new meaning and new 
dignity,” says Gervasi. “The meth- 
ods they have employed in creat- 
ing a new civilization on the un- 
fertile earth of Palestine have 
opened the way to what is prob- 
ably the only sound, scientific and 
economically feasible solution for 
the agricultural rehabilitation of 
most of Europe. . . . Jews have 
shown in Palestine that the forces 
of nationalism can be turned in- 
wardly to benefit nations rather 
than outwardly in wars. 

“One of the most striking facts 
about the settlements is that they 
are producing a new race. The

Real Silk Hosiery Mills has this 
many months been a war plant, 
engaged in manufacturing para- 
chutes for the armed forces. Its 
president is Gus Efroymson, 
known throughout the United 
States as a Jewish philanthropist, 
and a member of the national 
planning board of the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee.

And the Jews lifted up their 
eyes and beheld a great oppor- 
tunity and they said one unto an- 
other. “The time has come when 
it is good to barter the junk for 
pieces of silver.” And straightway 
it was so. 

And they grieved not when a 
city was destroyed, for when a 
city is destroyed there is junk, and 
when there is junk there are Jews 
and where there are Jews there 
is Money. ... 

And all the people in the land 
were footsore for they had to walk 
upon their feet, and they had for- 
gotten how. 

All of the people. were footsore 
save the Jews, and the Jews were 
not footsore for they all had jobs 
furnishing something to the army 
and unto the navy, or unto the gov- 
ernment, and they did not have to 
walk. ...

A PREDICTION by Rabbi Barnett Brickner as 

reported in The Jewish Press of Omaha that 
“the community council will gradually lose the 
major portion of its constituency, since these 
organizations (B’nai B’rith, et al.) will die out,” 
should throw consternation into the ranks of 
those of us who would miss the B’nai B’rith 
meeting, a meeting of the Zionist District, or 
our other pet organizations.

Sutin has gathered around him a group of young 
infidels so to speak, who do not bow down mereiy 
to be exercising their knee joints, and who in- 
stead of iapping up the words of those in control, 
challenge them. 

Mr. Sutin will return to go on to greater 
heights, but his influence will be felt even while 
he is away.

Need We Apologize for “Jew York” asks Rabbi 
William G. Brande in Temple Beth El (Provi- 
dence, R. I.) Bulletin—In a volume of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, there occurs a 
curious typographical error. The name New 
York is spelled “Jew York.” I used to wince 
when I came upon that wondering whether the 
error was malicious or accidental. I did so be- 
cause 1 suppose with others I felt that New 
York was not America, that it was a sort of 
blemish on the fair face of the continent. 

I changed my mind on a recent visit to that 
city. My eyes have been opened to its vast re- 
sources. Where else in the world may one find 
neighborhood news stands display periodicals in 
a half dozen languages? Where else will Com- 
munist and Catholic publications nestle side by 
side? Where else will a crypt church of St. 
Nicholas of Tolentino live amicably with a Rabbi 
Jacob Joseph Centre? Where else in the world 
will you find subway ads advertising in Yiddish 
the contributions of Sholem Asch together with 
announcements of a sermon by Msgr. Fulton 
Sheen? Where else will the plays of Shakespeare 
be produced alongside the Yiddish operettas of” 
Goldfaden? Where else in America will you 
see a Negro walk out of a theater with a blond 
girl and not a murmur from passersby? Where 


else will a Fosdick demand that German cities be 
spared and a Dr. Brickner clamor that its cities 
be obliterated? Where else will you find the 
opportunities to hear great music, to see good 
art, to eat good food comparable even remotely 
to New York? 

Perhaps an evening of discussion interests you. 
Well, here is a specimen bill of fare: La Guardia 
discusses Rescue and Liberation of Jews. Francis 
Biddle holds forth on immigration to America. A 
service is held in honor of Thomas Masaryk’s 
birthday. Experts speak on Masterpieces of Pre- 
Columbian Art and India’s Gods and Kings. Oth- 
ers deal with Juvenile Delinquency, National 
Planning and Religion and Democracy. And Mrs. 
Andre Gromyko speaks on Women and Victory. 
Not a penny of admission is charged, and all 
places are accesible through the greatest trans- 
portation system in the world. 

No, New York is nq blemish on the face of 
America. On the contrary, it is its point of per- 
fection—this first world city in history. 

What share its two million Jews had in its 
growth I do not know, But they must have play- 
ed their role in the past even as they do in the 
present. 

Insofar as New York is Jew York, I am im- 
mensely proud.

14-YEAR-OLD BOY GRAPPLES 
WITH PROBLEMS OF BEING A JEW 


To the editor: 

I debated quite a while with 
myself before writing you this let- 
ter. Being only a boy of fourteen, 
I am hesitant as to whether you 
will even take the time to read 
this. 

Although I am not home any 
more, I have managed to have The 
Post sent to me weekly through 
the efforts of my Dad. I must con- 
fess your paper never interested 
me much while I was around home, 
but it has taken on a new and 
deeper meaning since I’ve more or 
less been on my Own. 

I am, and have been for the 
past cight months, attending a 
military academy. I realize this 
is a very short time, however, I 
believe it is long enough to ex- 
press somewhat of an opinion of 
a Jewish boy’s battles with Anti- 
Semitism. This is an old topic to 
most of your readers, but I have 
never noticed you printing a 
young man’s opinion of it. 

Here, at military school, I find 
myself with a group of boys al- 
most wholly Gentile, without my 
mother and father to help me solve 
any of my social problems. All 
around me I find a dislike for the 
Jew of no small degree. There is 
but one way to change this dis- 
like to fast friendships. One 
must win the respect and admira- 
tion of his fellow cadets. Does it 
sound easy? Well, sir, if it does 
maybe I’m using the wrong sys- 
tem. It seems there is a general 
belief that the Jew is greedy and 
self-centered. The best way I find 
to combat this is to show a co-op- 
erative and generous attitude. The 
cloud that covers a young Gen- 
tile’s mind must be lifted. so that 
he can see the light of truth. 

Surprisingly enough there are 
many boys who, although they are 
Jewish, openly show their resent- 
ment for other Jews. This makes 
the problem much more compli- 
cated. I feel a certain pity for 
these boys. Someday they will 
find themselves struggling to 
avoid the light of truth; it will 
blind them, but not ‘leave their 
own clouded minds at rest.

Says Young Jews Must 
Prepare to Face Future 
To the editor: 

Today we live in a world at war 
that brings with it the oppression 
of people — especially minorities. 
But only yesterday we lived in a 
world of so called “neace,” a world 
however that allowed the suppres-

everything that indicates the social future of a major belligerent is a 
large factor in foreign politics. 

Mr. Churchill, for instance, in outlining a grandiose plan for public 
housing, claimed the right of the government to take all the land 
needed for it, with compensation at 1939 values. And from this and 
previous speeches, it is perfectly clear that Britain intends to develop 
a largely planned economy in which private enterprise, as during the 
war, though maintained will be made subservient to the plans and in- 
terests of the community as a whole. 

Consider, now, General de Gaulle’s speech in Algiers on March 18. 
It is a plan for a semi-socialistic France. He promised the outright 
confiscation of unreasonable war profits, especially of those fortunes 
made by collaboration with the Germans, the socialization of natural 
resources and the key heavy industries based upon them, and the right 
of labor to full employment. Again the idea is the primacy of the 
general welfare over all private interests. General de Gaulle is not 
a radical. In fact he belongs to the same social class from which Mr. 
Churchill comes. He can only be reflecting what he is convinced is 
the minimum will of the French majority. 

The Italian situation, that is basically no different. has become acute. 
At the moment. and since Soviet recognition of Badoglio. we have 
heard accusations of unilateral action of one power without the others. 
Rut the issue of the Italian future is not changed by anv of this. Mos- 
cow blames the six Italian varties for fiehting each other instead of 
unitine for a common purpose. Rut in fundamertal issnes they are 
mnified. and the Ttalion nreeram is not much different from that of 
General de Gaulle. Italy havine. mnlike France, a creat latifundia. 
comnarable to the Hunearian or Fast Prussian estates, demands a 
drastic land reform to hreak these estates into family-sized farms. In 
that all parties agree from Communists to Catholic democrats. Nor 
is there anv disagreement about the socialization of natural resources. 

And again. the rights of vrivate enterprise in all fields except those 
hased unon natural resources. and constituting in their minds, natural 
monopolies. are supported. even bv the Communists. 

The fieht acainst the Kine and Badoelio is made as a voint of honor 
hecanse of their vrevious sport of Mussolini, but behind it is the 
borning auestion of the future social structure. 

Whatever happens in Germany. when Naziism collapses. neither bol- 
shevism nor pre-Hitler canitalism could be established with any pop- 
ular support. Either could only be imposed. If we may take the pro- 
gram of the Free German Committee in Moscow. or other programs 
put forth by Free German groups elsewhere in the world, as in any 
sense representative, it-is fascinating to see that they almost exactly 
conform to the French and Italian patterns—a conformity which could 
not possibly have been established by consultation. 

In fact, it is obvious that a spiritual and intellectual revolution is in 
progress which will manifest itself materially at the end of the war. 
Whether the majority of Americans like it or not, the prestige of Mr. 
Roosevelt, and through him the influence of the United States, among 
the masses of the world’s people rested upon the New Deal. Now, 
the President himself has buried it. 

But T cannot escape the conviction that the influences and power 
of the United States will be proportionate to its sympathetic percep- 
tion of the rising social forces abroad. And it may also determine 
whether there will be in Europe, social evolution or bloody chaos.

The Republican dilemma is this: Party regulars decide nominations, 
but party irregulars decide elections. 

In Wisconsin, the G. O. P. threw out a leading representative of pre- 
cisely those independent voters whom it must attract if it hopes to 
win. 

And the nice problem which faces the party is how to toss out 
Willkie while keeping his supporters. The G. O. P. wants to eat its 
Willkie and have him, too. It must now try to attract the point of 
view it has just defeated. 

And Have Its Cake... 

Undoubtedly, the Republican party has made itself more acceptable 
to those who were going to vote for it anyway. But, as the Wisconsin 
jubilation dies down, the party must begin to wonder whether its rea! 
problem was not to make itself more acceptable to those who are un- 
decided. 

Mr. Willkie has made himself a stronger pressure instrument in the 
party by withdrawing as a candidate. Withdrawals of any kind are 
sort of symbolic. It is always a little disturbing when a man reaches 
abruptly for his hat. They wanted him to go, but not that fast. 

The Republican party has made itself more purely Republican, as a 
result of the Battle of Wisconsin. But the “party purge” aspects of 
the Wisconsin primary, the bitter complaints that Mr. Willkie is 
“really a Democrat” may boomerang. The party has peeled itself 
down to its hard core, but, if it hopes to win the election, it will now 
find that it needs rapidly to reverse itself, to purse up its lips and begin 
to make cooing and seductive noises to those very elements to which 
it has just so delightedly given the hotfoot, 

It needs to beat ’em and keep ’em, and, so far, it has only beat ’em.

A RECENT issue of The Churchman (Episcopal, 


liberal, understanding) contained a_ letter: 

“To the Editor of the Churchman: Some time 
ago I wrote your paper suggesting that it would 
be well for themselves if the Jews walked softly.

I might say, yes, that’s a Zilch for you. All the 
Zilches are of that kind. Zilches should be chased 
out of the country. 

But I refrain from such a generalization. I 
know that every Zilch is of his own individual 
kind, and why should I blame all the Zilches for 
the chiseling of Artemus Zilch? I know there 
are other Zilches who are patriotic gentlemen, 
Zilches who live saintly lives, Zilches who never 
beat their wives or buy gasoline coupons. 

So I might ask—as has been asked by others 
often before—why should all the Jews be blamed 
for the dereliction of one Jew or even several? 

But I don’t ask it. I accept Mr. Townsend’s 
suggestion that Jews should lean over backward 
to avoid any conduct that might be employed to 
reflect in a derogatory way against all Jews. 

I feel horribly saddened on account of the vice 
of large numbers of the human race who wrap 
up entire groups of people in one bundle of their 
contempt. Since I can’t do anything about it, I 
think I should make the best of it by leaning over 
backward as far as I can. It won’t hurt me any- 
way and may do me some good. 

I have in mind the policy of personal behavior 
that is observed by my friend Mr. I. I call him 
Mr. I because an “I,” being so straight, seems to 
represent Mr. I’s rectitude. 

Well, says Mr. I, a loftier standard of conduct 
is expected of me, the Jew, I’ll show them. If 
all the Jews are to be blamed for any of my skuil- 
duggery I must watch my step more carefully 
than other people watch theirs, since they are 


not made to carry the burden of an entire People 
on their backs. I’ve been given the responsibility 
and I’ll take it. Perhaps I am more fortuna 
than other people who don’t have to carry a sogjaj 
responsibility like mine, and so can behave gy 
they please. I’ve simply got to behave. 

Mr, I twinkles as he says this. The fact jg 
that he would be a gentleman in any cireyy, 
stances. Yet because of the obligation he fees 
on account of being Jewish, he always gives his 


conscience the benefit of the doubt in matters jy © 


which there is the finest and almost indistinguigh. 
able line between right and wrong. 

I recall the time Mr. I sold his house. He 
could have had.several hundred dollars more for 
it but for the sharp dealing of the purchase, His 
wife said he was always letting people put things 
over on him. 

Mr. I had no regrets. . . . “Well, anyway, it’s 
better for all of us that the other fellow put it 
over on me than that I do it o him.” 

Not that I mean to present Mr. I in the angelic 
posture of one losing money for the sake of his 
people. He himself would be embarrassed to be 
exhibited with wings on. He would say he was 
just being obliging to people who expect the norm 
of every Jew’s conduct to be higher than their 
own. He might say that Jews particularly should 
walk straight in the world, if for no other reason 
than to improve the looks of the human race 
which has so many crooked people in it. 

Mr. | is grateful for the discipline of character 
that thus is imposed on him. If his feet should 
be inclined to stray from the strict path, he would 
at once feel checked: “No, I may not go that 
way with other people, since I am a Jew from 
whom so much more is expected. I may not go 
that way since I am a Jew who must refrain from 
any conduct that may be pointed to in dispar- 
agement of his people.” 

He doesn’t expect that his exemplarly behav- 
ior will serve to appease anti-Semites. They 
won't like him anyway. And so what? he asks. 
He will have been true to himself and faithful to 
his people and to his social duty as a human be- 
ing. He will have walked in stature far higher 
than the mean little detractors of Jews. He will 
have fulfilled the law and the propehts. 

I thank Mr. Townsend of Pawtucket for 
bringing out publicly an embarrassing matter 
that Jews talk about privately. They are much 
more severe in their fault-finding than Mr. 
Townsend’s gentle reproach. While Mr, Town- 
send’s friendliness is embarrassed, Jews feel 
deeply hurt by any exhibition of misconduct on 
the part of Jews. They have a feeling of being 
betrayed. They invariably say that a Jew should 
particularly mind his steps. 

I disagree with Mr. Townsend only in his say- 
ing that it would be well for their own good for 
Jews to “walk softly.” Not softly, Mr. Town- 
send. To walk softly suggests fear. The right- 
eous Jew, like the righteous Christian, may walk 
courageously on the earth, his head high.

fourteen years of it with daily 
papers, and he had more than a 
fair share to do with the forma- 
tion of the National Community 
Relations Advisory Committee. 
In fact I thought for a while that 
he had engineered the entire thing 
deliberately, and that it had just 
been window-dressed for public 
consumption as an idea born of 
open discussion, but he to!d mz 
frankly I was mistaken. 

I then asked him to write me an 
article on the situation, promising 
to get in touch with him at the 
proper time. When he was elected 
to the executive committee of the 
body at its organization meeting 
last month in New York, I wrote 
to him, and his reply came in the 
form of the following letter: 

Back in February, when I saw 
you at the meeting of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds, I noticed a question- 
ing gleam in your reportorial eyes. 
You were operating on the healthy 
skepticism churned up only by the 
nervous energy of an alert news- 
paper man: you were looking for 
the “ketch” to this move that re- 
sulted in passage of a resolution 
to create the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council. 

I spent a decade or so in the 
newspaper business, too; and so J 
was looking for the same “ketch.” 

I haven’t found it. 

I don’t think I will. 

In fact, I earnestly believe there 
isn’t any. Let me tell you why: 

The cries for unity in Jewish de- 
fense work, strong and persistent 
though they have been, haven’t 
achieved that unity. The deepen- 
ing seriousness of the situation 
has. And a situation, somehow or 
other, is stronger than men and 
the clamour of men; a situation 
has a way of riveting the seams 
so the pattern just can’t burst. 

Not that I mean to write off 
entirely the importance of the 
howls that have gone up to the 
skies demanding an end to dupli- 
cation and back-biting among the 
national agencies. Opinion is a 
hot poker. But the sickening ac- 
teptance of the pattern of Hateler- 
ism by a depressingly large num- 
ber of fellow Americans has proved 
ve even stiffer prompter than 
opinion. 


So at last we have an omnibus 
agency for formulating policies 
in civic protective work. You have 
carried the details in your admir- 
able paper. I have attended the 
first actual sessions; and I can 
assure you that the words in the 
handout issued by the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds were not sawdust words. 
The March meeting was truly 
“marked by complete harmony and 
a sincere purpose ‘to develop a co- 
ordinated approach to Jewish civic 
protective problems.” The ques- 
tions were truly discussed “with 
forthrightness and candor.” 

An office has been opened; the 
officers have been elected; an ex- 
ecutive secretary has been chosen. 
By the time this gets through 
your hands, subcommittees wil! 
have met. And before copies of 
this issue of The Post are picked 
up by Boy Scouts hard at work 
on the salvage drive, the second 
meeting of the executive commit- 
tee will have been conducted. That 
sounds like progress to me. Doesn’t 
it to you? 

* * * 

I am a great admirer of your 
paper. You don’t pull punches. 
You, too, discuss questions “with 
forthrightness and candor.” If 
that were not so, I wouldn’t be 
writing this to you. 

So how about getting it down 
in print: The NCRAC has to suc- 
ceed. Anti-semitism isn’t confined 
to New York. The challenge to 
lick it transcends the importance 
of any personality and of any 
agency. That challenge kas been 
taken up by co-ordinated com- 
munity groups in 14 major Ameri- 
can cities (including Indianapolis). 
The people who lead those com- 
munity groups know their cities 
well; they know the problem well; 


they have practical ides for 
smashing it. These people are 
willing to forget any mistakes 


that may have occurred in the 
past. It is the burning present 
and the ominous future on which 
they wish to concentrate. And 
they will have their way. 
agengies will go 
along with them. Together, the 
national agencies and the local 
representatives can formulate 
policies that will succeed.

You won't 
disagree yet, will you? Now it's 
easy to say that we do not under- 
stand God’s plans. We can choose 
many forms of rationalization. ! 
have been believing in God in 
recent months only because I could 
not be happy thinking that man 
had no destiny as he would not 
have if there is no Universal Pur- 
poser. But why should those, who 
in our opinion most deserve to live, 
be forced to die? Why are those 
who are needed to help build a 
world that he can be proud of, de- 
prived of the privilege?
